Some reports are so much heavier than 


any previously heard! as to lead to a g«n- 
eral belief that the British naval guns 
are again active. 


A party which rode out several miles 


about noon to observe the bombardment 
of Ladysmith couldi ie« a "Long Tom," 
a 40-pounder, posted on the railway sidn 
of the Burwara, firing at intervals) of six 
to elf ht minutes. Another gun was ob- 
served in operation a little distance 
away. 


Puffs of emoke were discernible on the 


opposite side, showing that Ladysinith 
was -withstanding a big bombardment. 
The locality of the town was nothing but 
a huge cauldron of smoke. 


It is also reported from the same quar- 


ters that some fires have been seeji in 
Ladysmith, indicating that the Beer 
bombardment has be«a to some extent 
effective. 


The war office this morning Issued the 


following official dispatch from Cape 
Town, dated Nov. 12, noon: 


"Colonel Gough, at Orange river, re- 


ports that during the reconnaisance of 
15 miles, to a point nine miles west of 
Belraoort, on Nov. 10, the officers of the 
patrol first came on a Boer position, 
taken on a great semi-circular ridge, 
standing out into a plateau- They en- 
deavored to make the Boers develop their 
strength by 'demonstrating with two 
squadrons of the Ninth landers and a 
field battery on the left wing, with one 
and one-half companies of mounted in- 
fantry on the right wing, and with ar- 
tillery in the middle of the plateau out 
of the infantry flre. 


"The enemy began by firing at our 


cavailry from a gun at the north end. 
As the cavalry, in open order, begun to 
circle around them, the hills seemed full 
of sharpshooters. 
The mounted in- 


fantry endeavored to «utflank the en- 
emy's left, in order to discover the 
laager, coming under a heavy and u»-' 
expected fire from a few skirmishers. 


"Our guns fired several apparently ef- 


fective shots, but the enemy did not re- 
6pond, having withdrawn with the 
wounded. 
The enemy did not fire on 


an ambulance. 
Colonel Gough with- 


drew his force after a demonstration 
lasting three hours, and returned to 
camp the same afternoon near Orange 
river. 


"The guns and":a- few horses were 


brought in by raH. The wounded were 
sent to Orange river by rail immediately 
after the action. • The enemy's strength 
appeared considerable, apparently 700, 
with one gun, under David liibe and B- 
Van Der MerWe."

There are signs .of greatly increased 


Boer activity in Natal and along the 
western frontier. All the dispatches 
tend; to show that the British are holding 
out ably. Co'onel Bad'en-Powellreports 
that all was well at Mafeking on Nov. 6. 


Ladysmith's latest date is • Nov. 9. 


While nothing adverse is heagd from 
the latter point, and confidence is felt 
In General White's ability—previous ex- 
perience having shown that the -Boer 
artillery is not very effective—it is be- 
ginning to be proved that the acqujsition 
of artillery, which has destroyed the 
former mobility of the Boer forces, has 


[ also failed'to give them any compen- 


sating advantage. On the contrary the 
reverse is the case. It is held here that, 
if the Boers had not been hampered by 
the transport of heavy guns, and their 
rescue from tight places, General Jou- 
bert might ere this have been in Pieap- 
termarltzburg. Unless the Boer heavy 
artillery justifies itself by reducing 
Ladysrnith, it will again hamper him in 
the eventual retreat from Nata., when 
General Buller sends the relieving force. 


It is believed that the Boer retreat will 


be made over the Drakensberg range 
Into the Zoutpansberg district, where 
every preparation for provisioning and 
.maintaining the Boers is said to have 
been made for the last stand*, and where 
It will be difficult to dislodge them. 
Already it is rumored that they are in 
straits for food arourid Ladysmith and 
may. therefore, be obliged to abandon 
the siege.

The Boers must know justyb well as 


the Brit I ah military ciuthorltlc* that 23 
transports will arrive In South Africa 
before Nov. 18. They must alao realize 
that their time is short, for in the pres- 
ent emergency, It Is believed, General 
Buller will not wait to organize an army 
corps, but will content' himself with 
rushing to the front every regiment he 
can dispose of. 
Hence, news telling 


either of General Joubert's complete rout 
or General White's capitulation,'.,It Is 
claimed, can be expected dally. 


It Is thought more than likely that the 


engagement, understood to be Imminent, 
-.vlll prove to be the most serious en- 
counter of the war. 
If victory lies with 


General Joubert. it will be a month or 


more before General Buller e»n dispute 
with him the possession of Natal, for 
while it Is still perfectly feasible to 
send reinforcements to General White, 
It would, appi»rently, be absolutely im- 
possible to assume the offensive were 
General White no longer a military 
factor. 
The destruction of the railroad 


bridge over the fiver Tugela would 
greatly retard the progress even of minor 
reinforcements, while it would much 
more seriously affect the onward m&rch 
of a British force of any proportions. 


However, there Is no reason to believe 


Ladysmith has not a good chance to 
withstand the most determined Boer at- 
tacks. 
General White's ability to hold 


his own until now, and the reportod 
success which has crowned his sorties 
have done much to restore confidence in 
him. 
If General Buller continues to 


send transports to Durban and disem- 
bark troops there. General White will 
only have to wait about a fortnight be- 
fore he i* reinforced, or, at any rate, be-, 
fore the reinforcements create a diver- 
sion of the Boer forces. 


But it Is impossible to predict with any 


degree of exactness when the troops, 
will disembark, on account of tbt idio- 
syncracies of the transports, several of 
which have developed a remarkable 
penchant for breaking down or dis- 
covering, after leaving port, that their 
coal, boilers or other essentials were 
worthless. 


Among the military critics, what is 


most dreaded Is the possibility that Gen- 
eral White may succumb to the petti- 
ness of personal inclinations, which, in 
the history of the world, has so often 
influenced the action* of the greatest 
generals. On this score, The NavaJl and 
Military Record says: 


"It looks as though General White will 


not be content to await the arrival of 
reinforcements, and the supremacy of 
General Buller. 
But the spirited sol- 


dier, who held a high command over the 
whole Indian army, might be pardoned 
for being slightly influenced by private 
ambitions." 


Nearly all the authorKles, while with- 


holding definite criticism until fuller in-' 
formation is obtainable, fail to under-, 
stand why General White did not fall 
back south of the Tugela, thus drawing 
the Boers after him Into the arms of-tten- 
eral Buller. 
It is charitably supposed 


that the government of Natal exercised 
influence over General White, and is in 
no little degree responsible for his gal- 
lant, yet, from a strategic point of view, 
doubtful efforts to hold the neck of 
Na.tal. 
But, even then, it is admitted 


that no general has been exonerated in 
h&tory merd&r because he allowed his 
actions to be hampered by & civil gov- 
ernment, to which he was not directly 
responsible. Naturally, therejs a great 
division of opinion on these points.

every mill In the city will be affected by 
it, and this will mean the loss of about 
1200,000 weekly to the city. He said that 
Fall River has employed in her mills 
28,3fiO operatives. 
There are 82 mills, 


8,901,066 spindles and 70.S78 looms in the 
city, representing an invested capital of 
over $25,000,000, and a weekly production 
averaging 250,000 piece® ot print cloths. 
. Fall River has one-half of the spindlea 
in Massachusetts, about three-flfthB of 
the spindles in New England and about 
half of the aggregate number in the 
United States. Referring to the south- 
ern mills he said' that Fall River has 
more than double the number of spindles 
in all the southern states combined and 
almost as many as all the states in th« 
Union, "outside of New England. 


This will show the effect a strike will 


have upon'the cotton Industry of the 
United States. With about 28,800 em- 
ployes''and a union membership of one- 
third that: number. Fall River is • the 
most strongly organized mill city in the 
world. The weekly payroll of the Fall 
River mills reaches $188,000, or an aver- 
age of .over $6.50 per week to eech em- 
ploye, from,the agent and treasurer, who 
received as; high a salary as $10,000 per 
year, to the lowly paid back boy, who 
gets $2.50 per week for his labor. If the 
10-percent increase is given to the in- 
dustrial workers of the city the weekly 
average will be about $7.25 for each em- 
ploye, from the back boy up to the agent. 


At the time t«e last restoration was 


mad*, M. C. D. Borden, managing owner 
of the Pail River iron works mills, fore- 
etalled the members of the Manufactur- 
ers' association by giving hia employes 
the 11 1-9 percent Increase without a 
etrike. At this time such an act on hia 
part ia not looked for by many of the 
laboring element.

The Textile council feels that its posi- 


tion ia justifiable, so much so that it is 
willing- to submit the question to an ar- 
bitration committee of five members, 
two to be selected by the council, two 
by the manufacturers, and the four to 
select the fifth member. The committee 
must report by Nov. 24. This sugges- 
tion is sent to the manufacturers, to- 
gether with the demand. This proposi- 
tion was unanimously Indorsed by the 
council members.

iiSWHB SONG OF THE SWORD,"

"a new and original romantic 
• 
drama in four acts by Leo Dit- 


richstein," is the play in which E. H. 
Sothern and Miss Virginia Harned are 
at present bidding for public favor at 
Daly's theater in this city. Mr. Dit- 
richstein, to judge from his play, was 
evidently instructed by Mr. Sothern 
to build something whiph would fit ths 
last named gentleman like a glove, re- 
gardless of technique. Even though 
such directions were not given, .one is, 
by the result, warranted in assuming 
that they were at least hinted at, for 
if ever a play stuck to the conventions 
while at the same time violating almost 
every phase of the technique of the 
drama, "The Song of the Sword" does 
it. But it pleases the people, not only 
the hoi polloi, but intelligent theater 
goers who are not usually carried away 
by such plays. 


Why does it disarm criticism, this 


queer concoction of Mr. Ditrichstein? 
It does so becouse it is not plastered up 
with morbid problems and grewsome 
details; because, in fact, there appears 
to be no thought of details, excepting 
only those which tend to add to the 
effectiveness of the stage pictures; and 
because, above and beyond everything 
else, it is a hard hitting play, a play 
which tells its.story in a direct way and 
without recourse to the methods so fre- 
quently adopted nowadays for the pur- 
pose of obscuring the purpose or de- 
laying the action and so often looked 
upon by a self chosen few as the em- 
bodiment of all that may be considered 
as artistic in the drama. In other 
words, it is a play which strikes from 
the shoulder. It is not subtle, and dees 
not pretend to be. It simply tells a 
story of an impossible hero and a her- 
oine who is only a trifle less absurd. 
But the former wins the latter after 
many repulses, just as he wins every- 
thing he goes after, and that is what 
the people like. The hero gets tipsy, 
too, and the people also seem to like 
that. He is tried for his life for being 
gallant to his ladylove, and even that 
the people like. He is rescued from his 
dire peril by a circumstance which ena- 
bles him to be a hero once more and to 
occupy the center" of the stage at the 
fall of the curtain, and the people sim- 
ply go wild over that. Then the people 
also like good stage management, --ood 
scenery, good • costumes and good act- 
ing, and all these will be found in the 
production of "The Song of the Sword." 


The success which this piece will un- 


questionably enjoy ought to have an 
important bearing upon matters the- 
atrical in this country. It ought to set 
managers a-thinking, and the burden 
of their thoughts should be that the 
public cares more for one single poorly 
written play like "The Song of the 
Sword," which is full of manly love, 
strong 
patriotism, 
impossible 
but 


wholpsome valor and absurd self sac- 
rifice, than it does for a dozen plays 
which go into nauseous, fetid discus- 
sions of the relations of the sexes. Im- 
possible, absurd, the story of "The Song 
of the Sword" may be. It is never slow 
or stupid, and, what is more, the com- 
munity will be better for having seen 
it Of how many plays now before the 
public, in this city at least, can the 
same statement truthfully be made? It 
should be mentioned, perhaps, that 
Mr. Archibald Clavering Gunter asserts 
that Mr. Ditrichstein's play Is not by 
any means original. In fact, he accuses 
the distinguished author-aitor of hav- 
ing pilfered the story from a novel 
which, Mr. Gunter further declares, it 
has for some time been his own inten- 
tion to dramatize. Mr. Ditrichstein, 
however, has vigorously denied the 
charge, and, in view of his past record, 
it is pretty safe to assert that he has 
a good defense up his sleeve, for he is 
one of the few among our playwrights 
who have never masqueraded as an 
author when he was only an adapter. 


"Julia Arthur and her company (un- 


der her own personal direction) in the 
great imperial spectacle, 'More Than 
Queen,' by Emile Bergerat, and adapt- 
ed from the French by Charles Fred- 
eric Nirdlinger and Charles Henry 
Melzer. The play is in a prologue and 
five acts, as produced at the Porte St. 
Martin theater, Paris, last season." 


Thus does the programme of the 
Broadway theater in this city describe 
the vehicle which Miss Arthur, as the 
star, is at present exploiting, and, while 
the description is rather long, It is not 
entirely out of place, for the play itself 
is also abnormally stretched outf 


Josephine, the first wife of Napoleon 


Bonaparte, is the character which gives 
the drama Its title. The last lines of 
the piece explain that satisfactorily to 
the author at least. There Josephine de- 
clares, after signing the decree of di- 
vorce, that she Is now more than queen, 
for she is a woman. That may be very 
pretty from a theatrical standpoint 
but it Is scarcely in keeping with the 
motive of the play, throughout the en- 
tire length of which runs the same 
chord, "More Than Queen," '-Mere 
Than Queen," which is up to the last 
moment used to Indicate that cue 
prophecy- of the old woman In Marti- 
nique will be verified and that Josephine 
will some day be an empress. Then, 
because the play is about to end and 
the author wished again to ring the 
changes on "More Than Queen" to fit 
the vicissitudes of Josephine's career, 
an entirely new meaning is given to the 
prophecy. This la puerile, to say the 
least 


But to pleasanter things. The p'ty, 


or, rather, the spectacle, is staged In a 
Sumptuous manner. In fact so elab- 
orately is, it presented in regard to cos- 
tumes and scenery that Miss Arthur's 
friends were given the shivers during 
the first act by the dread that she 
Would be unable to rise superior to the 
production. A less competent actress 
would have been swamped by the mas- 
Slveness of her surroundings, but Misa 
Arthur demonstrated her ability by 


transcending the stage carpenter and 
the costumer. In fact, after the first 
act she dominated every srene in which 
she appeared, and there were precious 
few in which she did not participate. 


"More Than Queen" has been criticis- 


ed on the ground that it is but a series 
of six episodes in the career of "The Lit- 
tle Corporal." 
Technically, the stric- 


ture is well founded, but inasmuch as 
it would be manifestly impossible to do 
anything else in a play in which the 
rise and fall of Josephine are shown 
we must in advance eliminate that ob- 
jection and judge of the merits of the 
piece solely by the skill displayed by 
the author in reducing the objection- 
able features of a necessarily episodic 
drama to a minimum. That M. Ber- 
gerat has succeeded to a. surprising de- 
gree and that the American adapters, 
Messrs. Melzer and Nirdlinger, have ad- 
mirably preserved the atmosphere of 
the period no fair minded man can de- 
ny. On the whole, "More Than Queen" 
leaves a pleasant impression upon the 
auditor, and it ought to enjoy a long 
career of prosperity, especially since 
it is morally certain to appeal with the 
greatest force to women. 


It has been generally supposed that 


Miss Arthur was at her best as the 
tigress in human form, and there were 
many who thought she was flying in the 
face of fate in attempting a role like 
that of Josephine. She has, however, 
conquered in the most decisive manner, 
for her work in the title role of her 
new play could not have been better. 
She indicated with a positive yet del- 
icate touch the varying moods of the 
Beauharnais, whom most persons re- 
gard as a. thoroughly good woman, whiie 
by a not insignificant minority she is 
looked upon through the spectacles of 
De Barras, who pictured her as every- 
thing that a woman, and especially an 
empress, should not have been. It 
must be admitted that, excellent as 
Miss Arthur was throughout, she was 
best in those scenes in which the 1m- 
periousness of Josephine's nature mo- 
mentarily asserted itself. On these oc- 
casions, when she practically defies the 
emperor, and again when she finds that 
she is shut out from his apartments 
by a board partition, and her impending 
degradation is no longer problematical, 
she was nothing less than suparb. 


It is to be regretted that not even a 


small measure of the praise so honestly 
earned by Miss Arthur can be extended 
to the other members of the cast. 
Scarcely one performer rose above me- 
diocrity, while many of them fell far 
below it. The Napoleon was really 
amusing in appearance. 
Mr. Wil- 


liam Humphrey, who enacted the role, 
has done fairly good work in other 
plays, but he does not .for a moment 
even suggest, either in appearance or 
in manner, the greatest Frenchman 
that ever lived. 


R. A. Roberts' work as stage manager 


is to be highly commended, but in the 
role of Lucien Bonaparte he was al- 
most funny. 
He exasperated one by 


his stiffness of gesture and his abso- 
lute disregard of the possibilities of 
voice modulation. He employed a dull, 
unmusical monotone practically from 
his first appearance up to his final exit. 
Talleyrand was a poorly drawn char- 
acter, and the actor to whom the char- 
acter was intrusted is, therefore, not 
really to blame for not having got much 
out of it. The female members of the 
cast — but why be ungallant? 
"More 


Than Queen" will please despite its 
many glaring faults and its poor cast, 
and, after all, that is the point in which 
the public takes greatest interest. 


Julia Marlowe appears to have scored 


an enormous success in Clyde Fitch's 
drama, "Barbara Frietchle," and the 
consensus of critical opinion appears to 
be that it will prove to be one of the 
most valuable plays, from the box of- 
fice standpoint, that she has ever own- 
ed. It is more than likely, according to 
Rialto gossip, that she will use no other 
vehicle at all during the present sea- 
son. No one begrudges this charming 
and talented actress her success, for 
she has earned it by a long career of 
hard work and painstaking effort in the 
direction of better things. 


At the Casino dainty little Alice Niel- 


sen, the petite divette, has caught on 
with her Smith-Stange-Herbert work, 
"The Singing Girl." There appears to 
be an indefinable something about Miss 
Nielsen which makes her irresistible, 
and it is a cold audience indeed which 
she is unable to warm up within a few 
moments of her appearance on the 
stage. Why this Is so no one appears 
to understand, tot we have many better 
singers and many better actresses and 
many handsomer women on the comic 
opera stage, but there is not one among 
them who is able to so thoroughly 
worm her way into the affections of an 
audience as this little California girl, 
Alice Nielsen. She is slated to remain 
for a long time at the Casino, and it is 
probable that she might stay there dur- 
ing the remainder of the season were 
it not for her previous bookings.

AST winter a determined effort was 
"made by several promoters, chiefly 
"men connected with baseball mat- 


ters, to introduce the game of roller polo 
into some of the larger cities of the east 
outside of New England. There was no 
need of acquainting the people of the 
New England states with this fascinat- 
ing winter sport, for they have had 
flourishing leagues for years past. 


New York was one of the cities in 


which a club was formed, and, from the 
Standpoint of popular interest, the ven- 
ture succeeded admirably. 
Financial- 


ly, however, the game did not come up 
to expectations. The cause which mil- 
itated against the success of that phase 
of the enterprise was unforeseen and 
could not well have been avoided. 


As a rule, when a new game is sprang 


it takes some time for the public to 
catch on to the fine points which consti- 
tute good playing. In this case, how- 
ever, it was not so. The New York 
audiences immediately caught on and 
vigorously applauded every good stroke. 


Simplicity is the first feature of roller 


polo that strikes the onlooker. There 
are no technicalities beyond, of course, 
the element of team work Involved in 
every sport of such a character. Polo 
is a combination of hockey on the ice 
and shinny. It is, however, more ex- 
citing and faster than either of these 
games. 


The reason that the game waa a 


financial failure was because some of 
the cities in the league, among them 
Philadelphia and Newark, gave up 
early in the season owing to losses on 
the first few games. They couldnt 
stand the gaff. If they had kept up 
and had been willing to sink a little 
more money, they would have been 
fairly certain to reap a rich harvest 
this winter. 


When the Newark and Philadelphia 


teams fell by the wayside, the New 
Yorkers, of course, couldn't play out 
their schedule, which they had exten- 
sively advertised, and they were obliged 
to take on smaller clubs. Now the New 
York public wants ttyj best or nothing 
and wouldn't pay to »ee games with 
second rate teams. As a result, al- 
though the exhibitions could have been 
made extremely popular had the orig- 
inal circuit been maintained, the pro- 
moters ultimately lost some $5,000. 


All this is apropos of the fact that a 


movement is on foot looking to the in- 
troduction of pnlo into eight of the cit- 
ies of the ni-L.,0.- baseball league. Ar- 
thur Irwin of the Washington club is at 
the head of the matter and baa the 
promise of several rich men to finance 
the affair. 
The circuit, according to 


present plans is to include Boston, New 
York, Washington, Philadelphia, Chi- 
cago, Pittsburg, Cincinnati and Balti- 
more, although this list is subject to 
change, as St. Louis may take th» place 
of one of the cities mentioned. 


If the scheme goes through, the cream 


of the players of the New England 
league will be engaged for the new 
team1*. Some arrangement will be made 
with the various club owners by which 
they will be paid for the release of their 
crack men. This plan will be similar 
to that which prevails between the Na- 
tional Baseball league and the smaller 
organizations. 


Mr. Robert Conn, who was one of the 


promoters of the New York Roller Polo 
club last season, is still very enthusias- 
tic over the possibilities of the game in 
that city. There never was a sport, he 
says, that took hold of the public so 
quickly. One of the indications of its 
popularity is the fact that urchins 
speedily began to play with improvised 
implements on many of the asphalted 
side streets. Now, street arabs, or oth- 
er boys for that matter, never take up a 
game which is not good. So persistent 
were these youngsters that the police 
had several times to send out extra 
men to prevent them from monopouz- 
ing sections of the public thoroughfares. 


There 'are more big men on the col- 


lege football teams this year than ever 
before. Albert C. Cunha, Yale's new cen- 
ter, is the biggest of all. He weighs 
about 260 pounds and is 5 feet 11 inches 
in height. Booth, Princeton's veteran 
center, weighs 210 pounds, and Charley 
Sargent, who holds down that position 
at Harvard, tips the beam at 220 
pounds. "Wood" Hunter, right guard 
for University of Missouri, is a 23-year- 
old player who weighs 2EO pounds. 


Several regiments of the national 


guard in and around New York have 
aiao taken up roller polo, as also have 
the employees of some of the large dry 
goods and other firms. They have writ- 
ten to Mr. Conn asking for information 
and requesting permission to play pre- 
liminary games with the club if a new 
team is started in New York. Women 
were among the most enthusiastic sup- 
porters of roller polo in New York and 
it was noticed that several times when 
the weather was very disagreeable more 
than half of the spectators were of the 
fair sex. 


All of this goes to show that, when 


properly introduced and backed up 
with the necessary capital, roller polo 
is bound to be a success. A national 
winter sport to be sandwiched in be- 
tween the football and baseball seasons 
is the great desideratum of the sport 
loving publip. Roller polo is eminently 
fitted to fill the bill and, in fact, ia the 
one game that can do so. 


Mr. Conn thinks that if the men who 


are at the head of the new baseball 
league, which expects to rival the na- 
tional organization, would turn their at- 
tention to roller polo and put the large; 
sums of money they claim to control 
into that game, they would get large re- 
turns on the investment. They certain* 
ly would not have to buck up against 
an already strongly Intrenched adver- 
sary, but would have a clear field 14 
begin with.

The atti- 
tude of players has often been ridiculed 
owing to their supersensitiveness to the 
leas* sound or disturbance when mak- 
ing a stroke. It is a fact, however, that 
the talking of onlookers at the women's 
championship at Bala may have had a 
good deal to do with Miss Hoyt's de- 
feat, although the ex-champion, of 
course, has not even hinted at anything 
of the sort. On the contrary, she grace- 
fully acknowledges that she was out- 
played on that occasion. 


These are the facts, however. At ev- 


ery previous championship Miss Hoyt 
has worn a short skirt and no hat, 
whereas this wear she had on one of the 
new tight fitting garments coming down 
to her feet. She also wore a smart 
specimen of headgear. 


Several women in the crowd were dis- 


cussing this change in Miss Hoyt's 
dress while she was playing. 
Their 


conversation was quite loud enough for 
her to overhear.

SHALL WE SEE THE METEORS 


Heavenly Display Comes This Week, 


Probably Wednesday Morning 


The 
wonderful 
meteoric display 


which comes only once in 33 years is 
due some time tomorrow night or the 
following morning. 
There ia some 


doubt as to how much of the display 
will be visible hero. It la generally 
agreed that last year the earth crossed 
the central line of the meteor path 
about three o'clock in the morning of 
November 15. Thla yfar she will reach 
the same point in her orbit six hours 
later, or at 9 o'clock a, m,, Washing- 
ton time, November* 15, according to 
ope authority. If the earth finds the 
thick of the meteor stream at that 
point this year, aa seems unlikely, the 
shower cannot be observed In Europe 
or in the Eastern part of the United 
States, since it will then be broad day- 
light. Observers on the- Pacific coast 
may witness the latter part of it, and 
it will be at its flneat over the Pacific 
ocean. 


It is expected, however, that there 


will be many meteors to be seen early 
Wednesday morning' and Wednesday 
night. 
Professorj Pickering of Har- 


vard haa issued the following on the 
matter: 


"The time of appearance of 
the 


November meteors is BOmewhat uncer- 
tain. In 1799 they appeared in the 
night between November 11 and 12; in 
1833 
on Novmber 12-13, and In 1SG6 on 


November 13-14. This year, therefore, 
we might expect them early in the 
morning1 of Wednsday, November 15. 
On the other hand," two English as- 
tronomers, Messrs. Stoney and Down- 
ing, from a careful djscussion of the 
paths of these meteors, predict their 
appearance on the morning of Thurs- 
day, tha 16th. In 1833, the principal 
shower lasted five or aiic hours; in 
1866 for less than an hour. In any case, 
comparatively few meteors may be ex- 
pected before midnight. It would be 
safest, therefore, to watch fhe north- 
eastern sky on both Tuesday and Wed- 
nesday evenings, and, if many meteors 
are seen before midnight, a greater 
number may be expected later."

WILL RAISE SUGAR CANE. 


Georala and Alabama to Experiment 


on HatchJn»on Iiland. 


The Georgia and Alabama railway 


will make the experiment of sugar 
cane planting on Hutchinson island, 
says the Savannah News. The com- 
pany has several hundred acres of 
good laud on the island not required 
for i'ailroad purposes, and it is desired 
to prt this to some profitable nse. A 
good part of the land was formerly 
used for truck planting. 


President W. W. Mackall of the con- 


struction company thinks the opportu- 
nity a good "one to make the experi- 
ment in raising sugar cane in Chatham 
county. He has taken conaiderable in- 
terest in the discussion of the sugar 
refinery question and believes the best 
•vray to show the need of a refinery is 
by practical demonstration. The land 
on the island is rich, and with proper 
cultivation Mr. Mackall thinks it ought 
to make good cane. About 40 acres 
will be planted the first year, and if 
the experiment be successful the acre- 
age will very probably be increased. 


Borne of the Savannahians who are 


engaged in the work on the island have 
been surprised to find that there is a 
luxurious crop of Bermuda grass grow- 
ing there. The grass makes excellent 
hay and furnishes fine pasturage. The 
late A. C. Ulmer, who was drowned 
on the island during the storm of 1893, 
conducted a large dairy farm there 
up to the time of bis death. If the 
Bermuda grows so freely on the island, 
there would seem to be no reason why 
It should not be successfuly cultivated 
in other portions of the county, both 
for grasting and producing hay for the 
market. 


New M»ve to Aid Engineer* and 


Firemen. 


It is reported that the New York Cen- 


tral has entered into an arrangement 
with the Railway Educational associa- 
tion of New York, whereby the associa- 
tion is to furnish immediately, free of 
charge to the men, a course of corre- 
spondence lessons to all the engineers 
in the company's employ on the prob- 
lems of locomotive engineering, and to 
the firemen a course on the best meth- 
ods to be used in locomotive firing, 
thus giving the men In the motive pow- 
er department an opportunity to add 
to their practical knowledge of the sub- 
ject a thorough knowledge of the the- 
oretical and technical in locomotive 
practice. Mr. Baker of the association 
has already demonstrated the ability of 
his system to save fuel, and it is be- 
lieved the adoption of such a system 
will result in the saving of many thou- 
sands of dollars In the railroad's fuel 
account, besides tending to diminish to 
a great extent the inconvenience some- 
times experienced by travelers on all 
railroads from cinders and smoke.

the gigantic globe prepared under the 
direction of the famous traveler and 
geographer, M. Elise Reclus, says the 
New York World.

This action 
bas been brought about by bird lovers, 
who are becoming painfully aware that 
certain of oar brightest visitors are 
disappearing 
from

haunts, and unless action is taken now 
certain species will be doomed to ex- 
tinction, saya a Washington dispatch 
to the St. Louis Globe-Democrat. Small 
boys and cats are important factors In 
the destruction of birds, but their 
harmful practices are distributed over 
a large number of species, and their 
agencies are not likeiy to prove fatal 
to any single kind of bird. But the 
plumage hunter has already in the 
United States robbed the hind of a 
number of its richest species. 


The egret, whose plumage has gone 


to the enhancement of the personal 
charms of women, ten years ago was 
found in the United States in enormous 
numbers. The cardinal is another bird 
which is seen in small numbers 
throughout the country now. Not con- 
tent with killing the bird for decora- 
tive purposes in the United States, its 
plumage has been sent abroad in large 
quantities 
until 
now the 
traffic 


amounts to little because of the scarci- 
ty of the birds. The Baltimore oriole 
is one of the birds against which the 
war of extermination' has been waged 
with a painfully apparent success. 


The great blue heron once abounded 


throughout the conntry, especially in 
the southern states, but the traffic In ' 
their wings has resulted in their be- 
coming practically extinct. This year 
the style has called for single feathers 
In certain kinds of ladies' bats, nnd the 
demand has resulted in the killing of 
eagles and turkey buzzards. A great 
many of our ladies may be surprised 
to learn that nearly all the large single 
feathers worn by them are taken from 
the turkey buzzard, that ugly and fou! 
bird, yet such is the truth. And in- 
stead of this being a mitigating cir- 
cumstance it Is wanton slaughter. The 
buzzard's whole occupation is hunting 
decaying animal matter and eating it. 
and it is thus a scavenger that eaves 
us from pestilence.

OF THE BOERS, 


Manner In Which Their War Prepa- 


ration* Were .Carried Ont. 


The Pretoria (South Africa) corre- 


spondent of the London Times, writing 
under date of Oct 2, says: , 


"No sooner had last Monday's dis- 


patch been delivered than preparations 
for .war began in earnest and were 
carried out vigorously and speedily. 
All day the field cornets' offices were 
open for the distribution of Mausers 
and cartridges. Toward the middle of 
the week these preliminaries were got 
over, and the next stage, the drafting 
of the burghers up to the front, began. 
There is not much apparent method In 
the Boer preparations, but they are 
wonderfully efficient in their way and 
free from all trammels of red tape. 
The leading principle is that every 
male old enough to carry a gun must 
come out and fight when called upon 
and that every article In the country, 
to •"•homs'V'vpr it may belong, if only 
It can be made to subserve some war- 
like purpose, can be requisltionc( 
'commandeered,' to use the 1 
phrase, at a moment's notice. Hf 
s 


are simply annexed from their sta 
33 


or taken out of the shafts in the 
streets. The saddlers' and the provi- 
sion merchants' stores are gutted. 
Then horses, luggage and all are pack- 
ed like sardines into the trains and 
sent off to the front, where, on arriv- 
ing, they somehow sort themselves out 
again. 


"Never was there quite so wonderful 


an army in its way. Old farmers* boys 
from school, members of the raad. 
clerks in the government offices, shop 
keepers, lawyers and what not are all 
swept into the net of the 'commando.' 
What sort of a fighting force this con- 
glomeration will make yet remains to 
be seen. 
That the true Boers, the 


country farmers, will fight well there 
can be little doubt. They are splendid, 
Blnewy, sunburnt men, able to sit in 
the saddle all day and sleep on the ' 
open veldt every night, crack shots 
who know every Inch of their country 
and know better than any other sol- 
diets how to make use of cover. The 
questions at issue between Great Brit- 
ain and the Transvaal do not concern 
them. 
All they know Is that they 


have been called out to defend their 
country against the hereditary foe, and 
they come out to fight for Paul Kru- 
ger and the republic as readily and un- 
questioningly as the Turkish peasant 
will come out for his Padishah and 
the faith of Islam. It Is with them 
that the British troops will have to 
contend and contend stubbornly if 
they mean to win, not with the town 
commandos of Pretoria and Johannes- 
burg, with the half fledged artillery or 
with the small volunteer corps of Ger- 
mans, Hollanders and others which ru- 
mor has magnified to many thousands. 
That they may be beaten has never 
entered the heads of the Boers as a 
body. Most of them look forward to 
the war as a sort of picnic party in 
which they are going out to 'shc«t 
Ruineks.' Their Idea of the British 
•oldier is a rather foolhardy sort of 
creature who exposes himself need- 
lessly, who cannot shoot straight and 
who loses all courage and runs the 
moment his officers arc shot To shoot 
the officers is all they Intend to do. 
The poor 'rooibaatje' they will take. 
prisoner and treat kindly, as he had 
nothing to do with creating the war,

of boiling water; boil steadily an hour 
and a half. Batter puddings fall easily, I 
therefore care must be taken not t<>, 
move them while cooking, and to keep a. 
steady fire and plenty of boiling1 water 
to replenish the kettle. Handle it care- 
fully when taking it from the mould, 
and* serve at once with snowy sauce. 


BANANA FRITTERS. 


Beat three or four bananas to a cream. 


Add one egg, one cupful of flour in which 
one teapoonful of baking powder haa 
been sifted, one saltspoonful of salt, and 
about one-fourth cupful of sweet mllK 
or enough to make a drop batter. Ono 
teaspoonf ul of sugar and one tableapoon- 
ful of lemon'juice may also be added. 
Beat until very thoroughly mixed. Have 
the fat heated as for doughnuts, so tha 
batte..- will rise to the top immediately.

A little grated cheese may b« 
sprinkled over them when seasoned, or, 
when taken from the oven, a tomato or 
other tasty sauce may be poured around 
them.

The Club Will Have Range* Salted 


to Practice With Hltfb Power Flre- 
arnu — Contest* Will Bo Held Be- 
tweern Visiting: and Local Marks- 
men and Individual Sharpshooters. 


A novel shooting club, with rifle 


ranges for practice with high power 
firearms, a school of marksmanship 
and every facility to enable its mem- 
bers to perfect themselves 
In the 


knowledge of handling and shooting 
the modern high power rifle, will soon 
be organized In Chicago. The new club 
•will have a capitalization of ?100,000 
and will be Incorporated In a few days, 
says the Chicago Times-Herald. With- 
in the past few weeks similar clubs 
have been organized In San Francisco, 
Los Angeles and Pittsburg, but not on 
the elaborate scale planned by the orig- 
inators of the Chicago club. 


General Interest In the modern de- 


structive weapon has led the origi- 
nators of the scheme to believe that 
their efforts will be rewarded with 
great success. Few people have the 
opportunity to learn how to handle 
rifles of the Lee-Metford, Krag-Jorgen- 
sen and Mauser type, and those inter- 
ested In shooting have been compelled 
heretofore to content themselves with 
the ordinary rifle practice on a short 
range. 


The Idea of a shooting club on the 


scale contemplated for the new or- 
ganization originated in the brain of a 
former member of the Chicago Athletic 
club. He spoke of the matter to a few 
friends, and they began considering 
the possibilities of such a club. For 
the last few weeks or more a commit- 
tee has been looking over the entire 
field for a suitable place to erect a 
range. 
Several places which might 


prove acceptable have been found, but 
no definite location has as yet been se- 
lected. 


The range, wherever erected, will be 


thoroughly safeguarded with cemented 
Bides and sand bulkheads in the rear 
of the targets. The shooting is .to be 
done through a hole In the bulkhead, 
so that It will be Impossible for mis- 
siles to scatter. The hole Is some yards 
In front of the muzzle of the piece, so 
that If the marksman should miss the 
hole or the gun be accidentally dis- 
charged the projectile would be Imbed- 
ded in the protected bulkhead. The 
company will operate with all kinds of 
modern high power firearms, such as 
the Mauser rifle and automatic pistol, 
the latter shooting 120 shots a minute, 
or two a second; the Winchester, Lee- 
Metford, Krag-Jorgensen and other 
magazine rifles. 


There are so many gun clubs now In 


existence for the promotion of that 
kind of shooting that the new club will 
not Invade that field in any manner. 
Ordinary gun clubs abound every- 
where and have existed from time Im- 
memorial, but not until the month of 
October of the present year waa any 
movement anywhere advanced for the 
promotion of the establishment of a 
range for the employment of the high 
power firearm beyond the government 
arsenals. 
Even in them they have 


been far from perfect, so i 
1 ' n been 


left to private enterprise \.> .iccomplish 
it along the proper lines, tud Chicago 
proposes to show them how to do it 
and do it right. 


It would astonish many persons to 


know the entire programme of the 
projectors of the present organization, 
which for many reasons cannot now 
be explained, owing to some obstacles 
In the way of securing a suitable site 
for their range. 


From the favor with which the en- 


terprise has been received by those ap- 
proached so far the promoters are de- 
lighted at the progress made and are 
enthusiastic beyond measure. The com- 
pany will be organized along well 
known club lines and divided into per- 
manent and transient membership. 
Contests between visiting and local 
marksmen and individual sharpshoot- 
ers will be features, and the score will 
be published in the newspapers as they 
occur. 


Parties who own high power fire- 


arms and maintain private arsenals at 
their residences can have their guns 
taken care of and kept In proper order 
by the armorers the club will employ 
for that purpose. When It Is taken into 
account bow many people own these 
modern weapons who do not know 
how to properly take care of them and 
have neither the time nor Inclination 
to do so, It is expected a considerable 
revenue will accrue to the club from 
this source alone, beside* having quite 
a number of such Individuals join the 
organization as subscribing stockhold- 
er! and member*

Cady's Statement 


Since the announcement of the with- 


drawal of Mayor Cady from the field in 
Saturday's Transcript, the situation 
has taken a .number of turns, that now 
leave it with three candidates on rec- 


ord, and the democratic party yet to be 
heard from. 


Mayor Cady's announcement was a 


surprise, although this action had 
been considered for some days. He has 
prepared a statement of his position, 
which is given in full below. 


Mr. Cady's withdrawal was followed 


by the announcement that E. S. Wil- 
kinson, president of the council, would 
be a candidate for the republican nomi- 
nation, and the favor with which his 
name has been received leaves little 
doubt that he will receive the nomina- 
tion without opposition. 


John Parker, who had been a candi- 


date while Mayor Cady was in the 
field, announced this morning that he 
had no desire to oppose Mr. Wilkinson 
and that he had withdrawn "his name 
from the contest. 


This leaves in addition to Mr. Wil- 


kinson, William Dobson and Harry 
Hamer. Neither is a candidate for 
party nomination, but each will run 
on nomination papera Mr. Hamer an- 
nounced! when he first put his name 
in the field that he would stay to the 
fir'sh and that he would not try for a 
nomination, but Would take out nomi- 
nation papers. 


Mr. Dobson, returned to the city yes- 


terday from Greenfield where he has 
been for the last few weeks, and founct 
many rumors in circulation about his 
candidacy, many believing that he 
would withdraw. He made the follow- 
ing statement when asked in regard 
to his position: 


"In spite of all reports and rumors 


to the contrary, I am in the mayoralty 
ra,ce to stay to the finish. No matter 
what happens between now and elec- 
tion day, my name will be before the 
people as a candidate until all the bal- 
lotg are cast. There will be no thought 
of the possibility of my retiring from 
the contest." 


The democrats are expected to decide 


today or tomorrow what they will do 
in regard to putting: a candidate in the 
field.

, tions, I have appointed men whose ser- 
vices to the city have been invaluable, 
and who have been taken from the 
bench, the shop, and the office. 
The 


poor farm is now run in an economical 
and efficient manner by a man who 
understands and appreciates the wanta 
and needs of those whom necessity has 
placed within his care. 


"I have kept the license commission

Sanford with the Evening1 Herald and 
Morning Tribune, and by O. C. Gard- 
ner with the Advance job preaa, was 
gutted by fire early Sunday evening, 
and the valuable newspaper machinery 
was badly damaged. It will require an 
examination by experts to estimate the 
damage to the machinery at all closely, 
but Mr. Sanford today estimated his 
loss at about $7000, while Mr. Gardner's 
loss will amount to fully $1000 It is 
thought. Both are fully covered by 
insurance, but in the case of the news- 
paper the loss cannot be measured en- 
tirely by the actual damage to the ma- 
chinery. 


The fire started in a small room in 


the basement occupied by Mr. Gard- 
ner and filled with papers and inks. 
Nobody is known to have been in the 
room since Saturday, and no cause for 
the fire can be given except spon- 
taneous combustion. It was first dis" 
covered by G A. Hynes, who saw the 
smoke and flames bursting from the 
building. He turned in an. alarm from 
box 5, at the corner of Main and Hold- 
en streeta G. C. Stimson and A. B. 
Crandall of the Tribune staff were in 
the building, on one of the upper floors 
at the time, and they first noticed the 
smoke just as the alarm was turned in. 
It was said by some who were near 
the building that a sound as of an ex- 
plosion wag heard just before the 
alarm, sounded. 


The fire was a hard one to fight on 


account of the location of the building 
in a court whose only entrance is 
through a long narrow alley. The fire 
had gained too much headway to use 
the chemical when it arrived, and 
water was gotten onto the blaze in a 
short time from the Main street hy- 
drants'. 
The entire court was soon 


filled with blinding smoke, but the fire- 
men were successful beyond the expec- 
tations of those who saw the beginning 
of their work, and in a short time the 
fire was under contrtol. 


The loss of theb uilding was largely 


confined to the basement. Next to the 
partition, of the little' room where the 
fire started wag located the Hoe "Pres- 
to" press used by the Herald and Tri- 
bune. This with the stereotyping plant 
near it was put in a year ago, at a cost 
of about $7000. The.-press is in such 
shape that if it ever can be repaired it 
\vill in all probability have to be 
shipped to the factory, and is estimat- 
ed by Mr. Sanford as a total loss. 


The linotype machines are on the 


second floor, and could" be used last 
night, !>ut tliey ~ere. fc^nd ta be «o 
filled with soot from the blaze and with 
moisture that thers-jwill be a consider- 
able expense insetting them, into good 
running order again. 


Both Mr. Sanford and Mr. Gardner 


lost heavily 
on stock. 
Offers of 


assistance were made to Mr. Sanford 
for the publishing' -of his papers by 
those offices equipped to do so, and 
he issued the Tribune this morning 
from the' News press cf E. E. Byam, 
using his own limrtypes.- Insurance ad- 
justors were in the office this morning, 
and the press expert is expected today.
